Questionnaires were distributed to resi- 


Streets. Tabulation of the returned ques- 
tionnaires showed the need for the above 
parking recommendations on these streets. 
All of the streets are 26 feet wide from 
curb face to curb face. Willard Street is 
lan emergeney route from Cedar St. to 
Ingham Medical Hospital. Sight distance 
or motorists should improve when using 
the streets that dead end at Willard, Pine 


he PM peak hour. The No Standing or 
arking 4PM-6PM Except Sat. and Sun. 
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regulation will help to expedite the heavy 
southbound traffic movement on this street. 


The change in the 15 minute parking 
time limit to 30 minute parking on Rock- 
ford Street was a request from a business 
establishment on Cedar St. 


Secretary Hayes stated that Question- 
naires were distributed to all residents on 
Litram Street relative to parking condi- 
tions on the street. The majority of the 
questionnaires returned indicated no need 
for parking regulations. 


A discussion was held relative to the 
intersection of Jerome and Pennsylvania, 
It was noted that the intersection is con- 
gested by large volumes of traffic at certain 
times of the day. It was moved by Mr. 
Fraser and supported by Mr. Riddle that 
Left Turns be prohibited from 7AM-9PM 
and 3PM-6PM SATURDAYS AND SUN- 
DAYS northbound on Pennsylvania to west- 
bound on Jerome St. 


Yeas—4, Nays—0, 


Carried. 


Mrs. Guilford remarked that the three- 
phase traffic signal operation at Mt. Hope 
and Pennsylvania is relieving a lot of 
trafic congestion at this intersection. 


Mr. Fraser stated that the sidewarks in 
the area of Sycamore Park on Pennsylvania 
at Baker should be cleared of ice for pe- 
destrians and school children using this 
sidewalk. 


Mrs, Guilford noted a pile up of snow on 
the corner of Armstrong Road and Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. This is a potential hazard 
creating a blind corner and should be kept 
clear, Mr Pohl will check this. 


Mr. Brassuer asked if Oldsmobile Divi- 
sion, GMC, had the authority to issue 
tickets to cars parked on the south side of 
Olds Avenue adjacent to the engineering 
building. Secretary Hayes stated that he 
would contact Chief Purchis to find out 
about this. 


There being no further business a motion 
was made by Mrs. Guilford and supported 
= Mr. Fraser that the meeting be adjourn- 
ed,

A discussion was held relative to a com- 
munication received from the Lansing 
Chapter of the National Federation of the 
Blind requesting some type of traffic con- 
trol at the intersection of Christopher 
and Willow. In 1964 the Traffic Department 
erected special signs indication that blind 
students crossed at this intersection. New 
signs were erected April 12th and 13th, 
1971 due to deterioration of the original 
signs. Mr. Pohl stated that a radar speed 
check had been made. A vehicle count was 
taken on April 6. Predestrian counts 
were taken on April 13 and 14. The Traf- 
fic Department staff recommended the 
installation of a warning device—an II- 
luminated case sign with Cross Walk and 
an arrow legend and flashing amber lights 
over the pedestrian crosswalk. The flash- 
ing lights will be actuated by a push button 
and remain fiashing for a predetermined 
length of time. It was moved by Mr. Nelson 
and supported by Mr. Riddle that the recom- 
mendation form the Traffic Department 
staff be accepted.

A copy of Article X Section 31-133 of 
the City Traffic Code was given to Mr. 
Munn for review by the Lansing Chapter 
of the Federation of the Blind. 


ae Gordon and Munn left at 8:30 
M. 


A proposal to change parking regulations 
on Walnut north of Saginaw was discussed. 
Secretary Hayes stated that a 12-hour 
manual traffic count had been taken at this 
intersection. Results of the count showed 
that 48% of the northbound vehicles on 
Walnut turn right at Saginaw. The present 
parking regulations prevent parking on 
the east side of Walnut from Saginaw to 
Willow with no standing or Parking 
4PM-6PM Ex. Sat. & Sun. on the west 
side of Walnut from Saginaw to Oakland. 
It was moved by Mr. Nelson and supported 
by Mr. Bushnell that the Traffic Board 
recommend to City Council the following 
changes in these regulations: 


MAY 3, 1971 


The right lane on Walnut at Saginaw 
be signed RIGHT LANE MUST TURN 
RIGHT. 


NO PARKING AT ANY TIME 


Walnut Street—West side from Saginaw 
to Willow. 


NO PARKING SCHOOL DAYS 7AM-4PM 


Walnut Street—East side from Kilborn to 
Maple. 


The above changes in traffic regulations 
should provide a safe and efficient move- 
ment of traffic in this area.

A discussion was held relative to the 
proposal to change traffic regulations on 
Michigan at Logan Street. A twelve hour 
6AM-6PM manual vehicle count was taken 
at the intersection, Results of the count 
showed that the number of vehicles on 
Michigan crossing or turning left at Logan 
was low. A five year collision diagram in- 
dicated many right angle accidents at this 
intersection. Eastbound vehicles should use 
one-way Allegan and westbound vehicles 
should use one-way Ottawa. It was moved 
by Mr. Riddle and supported by Mr. Nelson 
that the Traffic Board recommend to City 
Council that all vehicles eastbound and 
westbound on Michigan at Logan be re- 
quired to TURN RIGHT ONLY. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, 0 Nays. 


A proposal to change the traffic pattern 
at the intersection of Lincoln & Penn- 
sylvania was discussed. A study of the in- 
tersection showed that restricted sight 
distance created by the vertical curve of 
the overpass over the PCRR tracks and 
the steep northbound downgrade on Penn- 
sylvania to Lincoln at the north end of the 
overpass is responsible for many accidents, 
Northbound vehicles on Pennsylvania turn- 
ing right into Lincoln have hit vehicles on 
Lincoln waiting to get onto Pennsylvania 
due to the narrow width of Lincoln. Left 
turn conflicts result in congestion and 
accidents, It was moved by Mr. Bushnell 
and supported by Mr. Tenny that the Board 
recommend to City Council the proposal 
to DESIGNATE LINCOLN ONE-WAY 
EASTBOUND FROM PENNSYLVANIA 
TO ALPHA, and DESIGNATE TISDALE 
ONE-WAY WESTBOUND FROM ALPHA 
TO PENNSYLVANIA. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, 0 Nays. 


It was moved by Mr. Bushnell and sup- 
ported by Mr. Riddle that the Traffic Board 
recommend to City Council that parking be 
prohibited at all times on Cleveland 
Street east side from Saginaw to Grand 
River. Cleveland is a narrow street, It is 
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difficult for two cars to meet and pass with 
parking on both sides. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, 0 Nays. 


It was moved by Mr. Nelson and sup- 
ported by Mr. Bushnell] that the parking 
proposal for Eaton Road be tabled for 
further study. 


A request was received from some resi- 
dents on Harding St. to prohibit parking 
on this narrow street due to parking which 
has caused problems. It was moved by 
Mr. Nelson and supported by Mr. Riddle 
that the Traffic Board recommend to City 
Council that parking be prohibited at all 
times on the west side of Harding Street 
from Mt, Hope Avenue to Pacific St. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, 0 Nays. 


A petitioned request to prohibit parking 
on Inverness Ave. was received, Residents 
pointed out the hazards connected with 
allowing parking on Invernes. It was 
moved by Mr. Bushnell and supported by 
Mr, Nelson that the Traffic Board recom- 
mend to City Council that parking be pro- 
hibited at all times on both sides of 
Inverness Avenue from Ionia to Forbes. 


Carried: 4 Yeas. 0 Nays. 


It was moved by Mr. Nelson that the 
Traffic Board recommend to City Council 
the following no Parking regulations: 


NO PARKING AT ANY TIME 


WILLOW Street—North side from 614 
Willow to Christopher. 


Willow Street—South side from Chris- 
topher to Pine. 


This recommendation should improve the 
sight distance of motorists to see any blind 
children in this area.

Birch Street—West side from St. Joseph 
to Olds. 


A request was received from a resident 
complaining that Oldsmobile employees 
from the night shift use this street for 
parking making it difficult to get in and 
out of driveways. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, Nays 0. 


It was moved by Mr. Bushnell and sup- 
ported by Mr. Tenny that the Traffic Board 
recommend to City Council the following 
changes in on-street parking meter time 
limits : 


Capiol Street—West side from Lapeer to 
Genesse, 2-Hour to 4-Hour. 


Chestnut Street —-West side from Shia- 
wassee to Ionia, 4-Hour to 2-Hour. 


Washington Street—Both sides from North 
end of 300 block north, 1-Hour to 10- 
Hour 15 Meters on each side. Total 30. 


The above changes will provide longer 
time limit parking for LCC students on 
Capitol and Washington. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, 0 Nays. 


It was moved by Mr. Nelson and sup- 
ported by Mr. Tenny that the Traffic 
Board coneur with the Michigan Depart- 
ment of State Highways recommendation 
to prohibit left turns from 8P.M.-6P.M. 
EXC. SAT. and SUN. SOUTH ON LOGAN 
TO EAST ON MAIN STREET. The center 
lane for left turns fills up with north- 
bound vehicles on Logan wanting to turn 
left to go west on St. Joseph. Southbound 
vehicles on Logan can not get into the 
center left turn lane and have to wait in 
the southbound center THRU lane reducing 
heavy southbound peak hour traffic to one 
lane on Logan St. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, 0 Nays. 


Another Highway proposal to prohibit 
left turns west on St. Joseph to south on 
Logan from 8P.M.-6P.M. was discussed. 
The Ttaffic Department staff will contact 
the Michigan Department of State High- 
ways District Traffic Engineer and work 
out shorter time limits. 


A motion was made that this be tabled. 


To avoid congestion and conflicts at 
Christopher and Willow, where blind 
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children cross, it was moved by Mr. Rid- 
dle and supported by Mr. Tenny that the 
Traffic Board recommend to City Council 
that left turns from Willow into Chris- 
topher be prohibited at all times. 


Carried: 4 Yeas, 0 Nays. 


Mr. Cliff Lawrence from WJIM-TV 
entered the meeting at 9:40 P.M.. Infor- 
mation was given to him as to what was 
proposed to be done at Christopher and 
Wollow Streets. Mr. Lawrence left at 
9:47 P.M. 


It was noted that some motorists are 
confused as to what lane should be used 
in making turns in the CBD. 


Mr, Bushnell suggested the removal of 
three parking meters on Grand northbound 
at Ottawa to provide better lane useage. 


Secretary Hayes said he would get with 
the parking supervisor and work out some- 
thing. 


Review of the Parking revenue report 
showed an increase in revenue over March 
of last year.

Provisions for off-street monthly permit 
parking have been made for people who 
were displaced because of construction of 
the new parking ramp garages where they

9 A.M. EX. SAT. & SUN. and Michigan 
Avenue on the south side of the street from 
Grand to Jones will be signed NO STOP-

6 P.M. EX. SAT. & SUN. The pavement 
will be marked for bus lanes. Mrs. Guil- 
ford asked if the merchants have available 
parking for customer service. Mr. Hayes 
explained there is some off-street parking 
in the area.
